the arch is covered with gilt 
hangings bearing histories! Chinese 
figures and. otner decorations. while | 
inside, on either of the entrance 
proper to the e are two huge 
dummy pillars which at first sight 
kave the appesrance of being carved 
wood. “Closer inspection shows that 
they are knitted entirely of bamtoo 
skavincs and covered with gold leaf. 
This is s fine and expensive art known 
only to the Chinese of all oxi: Tacs. 
which has never before been seen in 
Hongkong. On the inside of the two 
“walls” of  the¢ arch .are bung 
magnificent set pieces made of paper, 
tepresentice Chinese stages on which 
are paper dolls portraying principal 
scenes from some: famous Chinese 
theatrical plays. On the ceiling 
above is a huge dragon’s hesd from 
the mouth of which hangs a four-tier- 
che ndetier, composed of 200 delicate- 
ly shaded eléctric bulbs. . 

On the two outside * walls” of th 
tower are hung long tablets and 
scrolis beating messages of welcome 
in large characters of gold. The roof 
of the arch is pagcda shaped, with 
trangparent dragons made of knitted 
bamboo shavings at the four 
eornere. The outlines of the roof are 
picked out with numerous colour- 
ed electric -bulbe.. while from the 
eaves hang delicste Chinese lanterns
